NEAR FOURTEENMILLION BALES 


Latest Figures Issued By Deferment of Agri­ 
culture Today Indicate a Yield Over Last 
Year by Nearly Three Hundred Thousand 
Bales—Texas Crop Estimated Four Million# 


(By Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.— Cotton production for this 
year, forecast from the condition of the crop on Septem­ 
ber 16, is indicated as 13,931,000 in the equivalent of 500- 
pound bales, the Department of Agriculture today an­ 
nounced. 
Last year's crop was 13,627,936 bales. 
The 
condition of the crop on September 16th was 53.8 per cent 
of normal, 
indicating a yield per 
acre of about 143.5 
pounds. 
The number of bales ginned from the growth 
of 1925 prior to September loth. was 4,275,928 running 
bales, counting round as half bales, the C ensus Bureau 
announced. 
To that date last year 2,665,793 running 
bales were ginned. 
The condition of the crop in Texas 
was placed at 42 per cent of normal and with an estimated 
production of 3,873,000 bales.

Proxim ity of Schools with Upward of Three 
Thousand Students From All Parts of Coun­ 
try Prompts District Judge To Painstaking 
Charge in Effort To Rid County of Vice. 


(From Monday’s Daily) 
The September session of District Court in Brazos 
county opened this morning at the court house in Bryan 
with District Judge W. C. Davis on the bench and Court 
Stenographer Z. R. McDonald of Franklin at his desk. 
The grand jury was selected and the judge delivered one 
of the longest and most impressive charges ever heard in 
the Bryan court room. 
He was particularly interested, it 
seemed, in the desire to see that vice and crime be sup­ 
pressed in this county due to the fact that there are in 
this section at this time for the opening of school, some 
3,000 students from all parts of Texas and some from 
other states, whose parents expect them to be protected 
from these things. 
Following a lengthy preamble or pre­ 
face in w hich'he outlined the duties of a grand jury, 
the necessity for law and its definition, and the respect 
for law that should rule in the minds and hearts of the 
people, he made the direct charge and closed with the 
appointment of Henry Kurten as foreman of the grand 
jury. 
1 
TAKING OF LIFE. 
A fter the preface, Judge Davis 
launched into his formal charge 
which was as follows: 
“ Gentlemen, I do not know of 
any crime wave within the con­ 
fines of our county, and what I 
shall say to you in regard thereto 
shall be only in general terms. 
“The law is mandatory that 
I 
charge you with respect to certain 
alleged violations of the statutes. 
“ The unlawful taking of human 
life has been an athemetized and 
condemned in all 
civilized 
com­ 
munities throughout the history 
of the world. 
Every person is en­ 
titled to live until, under the law, 
he forfeits that right. 
A man has 
the right, under the law, to the 
full protection of his liberty and 
his property, and these guaran­ 
tees are sacred to him and should 
rot be molested except under 
the 
due process of the law of the land. 
The murderer, the 
rapist, 
the 
thief, the burglar, the incendiarist 
and the violators of any of the 
most serious offense 
under the 
law are menaces to the safety and 
security of our lives, home and 
property. 
If there be such vio­ 
lations in this county of course 
you will 
diligently 
investigate 
same. 
Special Charges 
“ I am specially 
required 
charge you relative to certain vio­ 
lations. 
The railroad companies 
are under the law, forbidden 
to 
grant special rates or rebates to 
anyone, and to do so is a viola­ 
tion of the law. 
“ The adulteration 
of 
foods, 
both liquid and solid, by any one 
has come under the ban of the 
law. 
“The right of the ballot is guar­ 
anteed to every man whether it be 
an election of officers or for any 
other purpose, and all elections 
.should be honestly and fairly con­ 
ducted to the end that the will of 
a free people might be expressed, 
and any effort to defeat this pur 
pose is condemned and penalized 
by the law. 
These matters you 
i will investigate. 
“There is one law written in the 
organic law of the United States 
and also in the fundamental law 
of Texas and enacted by the Legis­ 
lature of the State of Texas known 
as the prohiibtion law. 
The pas­ 
sage of this law was a result of 
many years of bitter conflict, and 
a sovereign people by 
a 
solemn 
referendum and free expression at 
the ballot box in no unmistakable; 
terms declared that the liquor traf­ 
fic was an 
out-law. 
The 
great 
majority of the people 
ot this 
country and of our state, law abid­ 
ing and liberty loving, 
have 
ac­ 
cepted this verdict and are honest­ 
ly endeavoring to 
enforce 
the 
laws v. litten upon 
our 
statue 
books pertaining thereto.
